In this legend a pro minent part is 
given to human blo o d mixed with the 
Juice o f mandrakes (lo ve apples) and

o ffended go ds.

The sixteenth century earl o f W ar­ 
wick stayed the slaughter after the 
suppressio n o f K ett’s rising by an ar­ 
gum ent which sho ws ho w co mpletely 
agricultural wo rkers were regarded as 
mere “hands.”

3.—President Wil­ 
son declared that he must await

expression of the attitude of the Dem­ 
ocratic party on tho sub ject b efore he 
gave his opinion on the q uestion of 
woman suffrage.

When Mrs. Evans fairly shouted at 
him: 
“W hat answer will you let us 
take to the women who await 
out­ 
side?’ President Wilson merely con­ 
tented himself with saying that they 
understood what his attitude and his 
em b arrassm ents were. Then he asked 
that he might b e allowed to meet all 
the working women who were outside, 
and closed the speechmaking. 


ELAME CAPTAIN FOR CRASH 


First Sunday School. 
Rob ert Raikes, the man who found­ 
ed the modern Sunday school, was a 
journalist with a passion for what he 
term ed “b otanizing In human nature.” 
His great experiment is said to have 
b een suggested b y the 
disturb ance 
caused b y crowds of little ragamuffins 
playing b eneath his window on Sunday 
afternoons when he was 
correcting 
proofs. 
“Why should they not b e got 
together and taught the elements of 
religion and good b ehavior?" he asked 
himself, and answered the q uestion b y 
estab lishing the first Sunday school 
In Gloucester, England, In 1780. It was 
characteristic of the man that in his 
school scheme he laid as great stress 
upon the inculcation of “m anners” as 
on the teaching of the catechism.

21 years. 
AgaiT in 1821, when the 
Cretans revolted, the defeated Turks 
were ab le to hold the fortified cities 
against all attacks, and many of them 
were still uncaptured when the pow­ 
ers intervened nine years later.
